If he were sending troops Into Laos, he would follow them 
up with whatever support was necessary to achieve the objectives 
of their mission. Including -• If necessary -- the use of tactical 
nuclear weapons. 

General Elsenhower recalled that when he first came Into 
office, the Korean War had been going on for two years, and a 
policy had been established that foreclosed military strikes north 
of the Yalu. He said that this had been a mistake; and that the 
enemy should have been hit at his sources of supply. 
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
